made aPrivie Counſellor of that Kitigdonie; and being by accident 
-in Dablizat the beginning of. that horrid, Rebellion ( and on that 
very day) I was by the then Lords ] aſtices( ve.) Sir w/U/iam Par- 
ſons, and S' Fohy Burlace , commanded to take into my charge and 
care the Caſtle of D#blin, that important piece, And by their Com- 
miſfion made Governour thereof, with promiſe of twenty ſhillings 
per diem , but I never received any thing in ſix yeares time; Afﬀer 
that I was made Major Generall of the Army , and a Colonell : All 
which places I have from time rotime diſcharged with all duty and 
faithfulfulneſſe., -And which is ſo certified by men of honour, who- 
were the chiefe Governours and Counſell of that Kingdome in the 
time of my imployments and ſervice , and to whom my ſervice was 
- beſt known ; which Certificate of theirs is hereunto annexed ; And 1 
finding, to my unſpeakable griefe, . that ſome. malitious perſons have 
ſecretly wounded my. repitationto the moſt honourable, the Houſes 
of Parliament, by which I have,and doe much ſuffer, I can but wiſh. he _ 
or they had had more honeſty , then to poſlefſe the Parliament with 
ſuch falſities and untrths (or had fo trinch worth in them) as to have 
accuſed me to my face, which if rhey had done, or would yet doe, I 
make no queſtion, but am conhdent, that my innvocency, ſhall not on- 
ly cleere me, but alſo ſhame my Accuſers ; And ſo much I dare be 
bold to fay, that there {ives not thatman, thar can aftly accafe me of 
any the leaſt crime committed againſt the moſt Honourable, the 
Houſes of Parliament of England , or of any diſſervice eyer done 
ufito my Country in a!l my life , and donbrndt of nixking it good- 
apaifſt any Whathobver, 1f thereto Admitted... DNS ME 110: Lau 
T was one of the Commiſſioners imployed 17, moneths agot from 
the Marquefſe of Or0xd and Councell of Ireland for the rendring 
up ofthe Ciry of D#b1:z, and all otherthe Forts and Fortreſſes then 
under the command of the ſaid Marqueſſe,into rhe hands'of rhe Par- 
Lament of England ; which jourtiey my {elfe,and the reſt of the Com- 
mitſioners f viz. ). S' Gerrard Lowther, Lord chief J (= the 
Cottimon Pleas, atid S' Paul! Duvis; Cletk of the Counſell __ |

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Jy undertooke in the deep of winter, upon our awne charges, aut of 
- our zeale to doe the Parliament ſervice ; which great and happy 
wark, 'by the blefling of Gad hath well ſueceeded ſince, to the eon- 
tenement of the Parliament, and to the grear nag, all the di- 


ſteefſed Proteſtants of /re/aud, although 25 yet norhing have been by 
the Parliament allowed us, arto any of us ( far any thing knowne tp 
me ): for our paines and charges in the negotiating of ſa happy a 
worke, notwithſtanding others that came after us hut with parcicy- F 
lar Letters, have been bountifully rewarded hy the Parliamens. 2 
Therighthonourable the Committee at Dorby haute were pleafod ? 
within few dayes after I came over , us atereſaid, ta-make choyce'of 
me to ſend over into Jtre/and, with letters of credence to the May- 
queſſe of Ormoud and Cauncell, As alſo with private Inſtrutions of 
eomfort to the diſtreſſed Prateſtants a6 Nauklin and elfewhereaſuring | 
them of ſpeedy ſuccanrs to be ſent unto them far their reliefe, and 
Commiſſioneis to follow, to treat with. the Marquefſe of Ormond; 
which journey I alſo maſt cheerefully uadertooke,; and ſpeedily per- 
formed , finding at my landing the Army of the Rehels before . the 
. Ciry of Nubliz,ready ro fwrallow them up, but my unexpedted arrir 
vall there , gave fo general! a fatisfaRipn to.all the Prateſtancs; that 
both Inhabitants and ſoyldiers. with undauneed reſolution wrought 
' in thetrenches, and watched night and day far the {afety of, and de- 
fence of that City,which atherwiſe had been in great danger to: have 
been loſt ; And when the Parliament Commiſſioners came over, and 
I finding ( contrary to my hope. ) that Treaty to prove fruitleſſe for 
that time, I defired leave of the Commiſſioners to come away witch - 
them, which being by them granted unto me, 1 lefrall I ha&there, 
both forcunes and Elzee, and came over with them. 

I have attended here 17. moneths at great charges, a Petitioner 
unto the moſt Honourahle the Houſes of Parliament for ſome mo» 
' nies taken from me out of Gold-ſmiths-Hall by a milinfarmarian-,: as © 
alſo to know your Honours pleaſures concerning my places of Com- 
mand, which I held in* /reland: and had long enjoyed by Commiſion 
from his Majelty and the Parlamert,which was the Major (3enerals 
place, the government of the. Caſile of Dublin, and an old ſtanding 
Company of. Foot, which. Company I have had this nineteen years, 
(as before recited) and was armed at my own charge, And ajthough 
the Parliament have been pleaſed a quarter of yeare (ſince (forthe 
relicfe of the extreame neceſſity a wie and children). to order 
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me ſeven hundred pounds, ro be paid out of the moyety of Gold- 

. Smiths-Aall not ingaged, (in courſe} which mony,I humbly conceive, | 
was in lieuof that taken from me, which if it be ſo meant, is ſhort of 
what I ought to have 250. li. as by good certificate from the War- 
dens and Company of Goldſmiths, ready to be produced, may ap- 
peare ; Yet ſuch are the vaſt ſummes that Goldimiths-Hall 1s charg- 
ed with already, that the Treaſurers ſay, that in a long time nothing 
can be expected from thence ; which I having made known by Peti- 

. tionrto the Parliament, they have been pleaſed on the 17.. of Febr: 
1647. to order intereſt to be paid every ix moneths;; till the money 
may come in'courſe to be received, And although this good worke 
of theirs adds but little comfort tomy great and preſent preſſing 
wants, yet I am moſt humbly thankfull ro them for it. 

I have for the molt patt of the rebellien of Trelard ſerved the 
' Parliament upon my own charge, having by juſt Accompts made up 
and ſigned by the chief Governours and Counſell of that Kingdome 
of 1reland ready to be produced, above twelve thouſand pounds 
due unto me, which I ſhall humbly leave to the pleaſure of the Par- 
liament to be conſidered of, in what meaſure they thinke fit. 

Atthe intreaty of the Lords Juſtices, and Councell ( viz. ) S 
william Parſons, and S* Fohn Burlace, 1 kept my own Company five 
weeks upon my owne charge intime of want of money, they promi- 
ſing me payment aſſoone as Treaſure came from the Parliament of 
England , and for which I have their Order rcady to be produced ; 
bur 1 never received one penny of it, being a hundred and ten 
pounds, og 34 | 

At the requeſt of the ſame Lords Juſtices, and Counſel), in times of 
want ; Fſent into the ſtore, which S* Philip Percivall, Victuall Ma- 
fter Generall received ( as is acknowledged under his hand) Beeves 
at halfe value, amounting to an hundred and. thirteeen pounds, and 
for which I have alſo an Order , but never received any fatisfaRtion 
for them, Which Order is ready to be produced. | 

The Fort of Gallaway being my Government, and I being com- 
manded, as is before recited, to recide in Dbliz Caſtle, 1 left my 
ſonne there with much of my goods, which Fort being after belieg-. 
ed by the Rebels, my ſon ſent unto me in a Trunck an hundred four- 
ty nine pounds of mine, that I left there at my coming away , the 
Ship in which ir came, being put into Kinſale, the Lord of Inchequin 
being in want of money for the Army under his Command, and con- 
cciving

ceiving there had been ſome greater ſumme in the Trunck, caufed the 
ſaid Trunck to be broken up, and finding no more money in it, took 
that out, and as his owne Letter makes mention, . imployed it to the 
uſe of the Army, for which no ſatisfaction hath as yet been made un- 
co me, only one twenty pounds of it he paid, and no more. 

And now having made known unto your. Honour , my imploy- 
ments,and partly my ſufferings, both in Ireland,and here in England, 
L having. ſerved faithfully againſt the Rebels of 1re/ard ( as'is. well 
known) 1-{t one of my ſons there in that Service, ſpent and loſt my 
whole Eſtate, to a great value,in that Service, only what is yet re- 
maining lies1n the Rebels Quarters, from whence ] can draw no ſuc- | 
cour for the relief of me and mine at preſent , nor have not done 
theſe ſix yeares, And againſt whom I deſire to ſpend the reſt of my 
dayes in the ſervice of the Parliament of England, not doubting, 
but as formerly , I ſhall be found able to doe my Country good and 
acceptable ſervice, And therefore my humble ſuit unto your Honour 
is, that when my Petition to this purpoſe ſhall be preſented to the 
moſt Honourable,the Houſes of Parliament , That you will pleaſe to 
youchſafe me your favour and furtherance in the juſtneſfe of my cauſe, 
And in regard that in the late ſettlement of the Army in the Pro- 
vince of Leinſter , I finde no man of Quality but enjoyes what Com- 
mands he before held ( yea ſome farre better then ever they had be- 
fore) And for that there is not, nor cannot be any exceptions jultly 
raken againſt me, That I may be by the favours of the Parliament, 
continued in my Commands, which I have ſo long had, and fo faith- 
fully ſerved. for, It being without all Example, That.a man of my 
quality and imployments ſhould be laid aſide, no offence being juſtly 
proved againſt me (imployments honourable, Sirzis the chiefeſt thing 
I defire ) That as I have lived with honour, ſo I may dye, which 
granted unto me, I ſhall leave my great and dearly earned Arreares 
( juſtly due unto me) to the pleaſure of the moſt Honourable, the 
Houſes of Parliament,to be conſidered of, as in their grave wiſdomes 
they ſhall rhinke fit. 

But if the Parliament have otherwiſe reſolved ( asI hope they 
havenot) and will not continue me in my imploymentg or any part 
of them, Then I moſt humbly beſcech your Honour, to ſtand my 
friend , that I may be by you and them held worthy of ſome part 
of my great and dearly cearn'd Arreares, As alſo my truly disburſed 
monyes for the advancement of their ſervice in Ireland, m_— 
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Tmay bein ſome meaſure enabled for the future, ts provide for my 
wife and children, that we periſh nor, 1 having nothing left me in the 
world to ſybſiſt on., but your noble favours , and that'T have in. 7rg- 
land , which/lies in the Rebels Quarters, as before mentioned , To 
recover which , I ſhall have no encouragement ta goe thither, if nat 
imployed by the Parliament ; To the furtherance of which,T humbly 
implore your fayour, and hambly deſire your ſpeedy Anſwer, I not 
being able to fibſiſt here any longer , nor well know whither to 


goce. ; 
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That I have alwayes carryed my ſelfe like an ho- - 


" neſt man, this Certificate will ſhew to all men. 


AZ the requeſt of Sir Francis Willoughby Knight, we doe hereby 
certifie , that he hath ſerved long in the Kingdome of 1reland, 
and in eminent places and commands, as Colonel, and Governour 
of the Fort of Ga!laway , and from the beginning of the rebellzon 
there, he hath been intruſted with the Caſtle of Dxblin, and Major 
Generall of the Army there ; In all which imployments he hath fer- 
ved induſtriouſly and faithfully againſt the Rebels, untill the ceſſa- 


tion, which began in September, 1643. And aſwell before as fince the 


ceſſation we have well obſeryed his carriage to be ſuch , and ſo mo- 
derate, as we conceived to be free from any ilf affeRionto the Paxr- 
liament of England, And to our knowledpe he is much impairedin 
his Eſtate by that ſervice, having received bur little pay, And for the 
moſt part living upon his owne [tock, having to our knowledge great 
arreares due unto him ; All which we humbly certifie whom it may 
concerne.

of they are not to faile, as they will anſwer the contrary , Weſtmin- 
ſter the 19.* of Oftober. 1647.
